SUBJ: Representation Allowances 


de In the over-all aporoval by the AQSU of OS0 station allotuents 
for the fisesl year 1949, the majority of the field staticns were 
granted annuel allotments for representation expenses, Since this 
original allocation, the AuSO hag granted representation allstoents 
to other gtations and also has granted representation allowanees to 
specific individuals who are chief3 of stations. ‘The Confidential 
Funds Brench, hee, in turn, recorded theae allotments as Station allot- 
monte, 


2, The Gonfidenticl Funds Regulations in Paragraph 6.3 state dn 
part, "The Aasistent Directors of Covert Offices are cuthorised to ap- 
prove @ representation allowance for an individual while at 4 parti- 
gular post, Such allowanees will be fully accountable." Literal in- 
terpretation of this regulation implies that these monies may be ox 
pended only by tbe individual to whom they wore authorized. Hovever, 
wo are of the opinion thet the intent of the regulations wag not so 
lindting, We assume that the representational allowance has been 
granted to an individual (usually Chief of Station) and that he may at 
his discretion eutherise the use of these funds to his subordinates 
for proper representational purposes. Accordingly, Crh hes net nandled 
these approved allowances as individual allowances, but rather as 
station allotments for the exclusive use of the Chief of Station or 
sueh other persons ae he may specifically approve. 


3. GFE haa interpreted the regulaticns in accordance with the 
practices of the Foreign Service and other government agencies, li is 
commen practice, for example, to athorize a representational al Lowince 
for a Foreign Service misaion as a whole but under the complete core 
trel of the Chief of Mission. The amount of the allowance is determined 
by the importance of the representational function at tke post aad 
alse refleete the numer of diplomatie or consular officers whu woulu 
be expected te ptaee ec the U. 3. government. The Chief of Jiselon 
has the responeibliity for distributing the representetionsl funda auong 
ae many cor Tew of his subordinates as he decng neceasary:
